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OPENING OF THE SUEZ CANAL. 


On Thursday, the 17th inst., the Suez Canal was formally 
opened. It needs not that we should allude to the great 
personages who were present on the occasion, and who took 
part in the ceremonial—the simple fact throws even Imperial 
and Royal names into the shade. What a past does it reveal! 
What a future does it prophesy! What a new, and for the 
present incalculable, factor does it introduce into the traffic 
of the world! A grander fact, or one more likely to affect 
the material condition of mankind, has not occurred since the 
discovery of America by Columbus. Whether the work can be 
pronounced complete, or even near completion, in regard to 
the wants of commerce ; whether it will prove a pecuniary suc- 
cess to those who have furnished the means for its construction ; 
or whether, for some years to come, it will be actually, as well 
as potentially, the main artery of communication between the 
West and the East, are quc.tions which, however important 
in themselves, have but am incidental bearing upon the 
character, and it may be added the significance, of what 
already stands achieved. A maritime canal from the Mediter- 
ranean to the Red Sea, capable of being traversed by ocean- 
going vessels, exists. All speculation as to the practicability 
of such a scheme is at an end, It may require to be deepened. 


| It may need to be widened. 


Its banks of sand may have to | 
be lined with masonry. Property in it may have to change 
hands again and again before it becomes fruitful to its owners. 
But there it is; and the bare fact that it is constitutes an 
essential basis, and gives a strong pledge of all that remains, 
The path once found, and proved to be practicable, the way 
also will be found to make it easy and profitable. 

Less than twenty years ago, a maritime passage between 
the West and the East through the Isthmus of Suez was a 
dream which had not attained the consistency even of a 
project. M. De Lesseps has made it a reality. The waters of 
the Mediterranean flow through the desert into the Red Sea 
by a channel broad and deep enough to float from the one to 
the other ships of sufficient burthen for general mercantile 
purposes. The work, when as yet it had not been undertaken, 
presented itself even to many scientific engineers as trans- 
cending the limits of practicable enterprise, It had, while 
still a project only, to encounter political opposition. It had 
to win for itself sufficient confidence among capitalists, who

attract labour to a district devoid of the means by which 
human life is sustained, and to find for the thousands whom it 


all manner of implements for expediting the process of construc- 
tion. It had to contend with and overcome gigantic natural 
and moral difficulties. All this required, in no ordinary degree, 
genius, faith, self-reliance, enthusiasm, patience, perseverance, 
and an indomitable will, and in M. De Lesseps all these 
qualities were combined. Perhaps no man ever possessed to 
such a marvellous extent the power of communicating to other 
minds the faith and the fervour which animated his own. The 
central fire which burned brightly in his own heart made its 
warmth felt throughout the whole organisation which his 
genius had constructed and adapted to give practical effect to 
his ideas and plans. In him were happily associated the quick 
perception, the vivacity, and the impetuous dash of the 
French temperament, with the imperturbable resolution, the 
dogged pertinacity, and, we may add, the obstinate persistency 
of the Anglo-Saxon. He was not merely the projector, but, 
from first to last, the soul of the enterprise. He overbore all 
obstacles, material and moral—chiefly, perhaps, because the 
earnestness of his purpose enabled him to select at a glance 
the men who were best qualified by practical sagacity to 
carry out his plans. Having lived to realise the dreams of his

fo much for the past. Let us now turn to the future. That 
the Suez Canal has conferred upon the world an immense boon 
few, perhaps, will be inclined todispute. It makes a vast addi- 
tion to the material resources of mankind. Possibly, however, 
there is too hasty a predisposition to over-estimate the part it is 
destined to play in the accommodation and redistribution of 
commerce. The countries bordering upon the Mediterranean 
naturally look for a revival of their trade with the East as sure 
to result from this direct line of water communication; and, 
to a considerable extent, no doubt, this will be the case. 
England will be put upon her mettle to retain the large pro- 
portionate share she has had in transacting the business of 
Europe with India, China, and the Australias. But it is by 
no means certain that the Canal will long continue to 
be used as a highway for all merchandise between the 
West and the East. Even now it will not be resorted 
to for passengers with whom the saving of time is 
everything, or for mails which suffer no injury from 
trans-shipment. Nor, perhaps, will it attract to itself the 
heaviest tonnage, in the conveyance of which time is an 
element of minor consideration. But between these two 
extremes there is unquestionably a very large amount of the 
carrying trade to which the Canal will always offer great 
advantages— advantages, we think, not likely to be eclipsed 
even by the opening up of a continuous route of railway 
through the valley of the Euphrates. It seems not improbable 
that commercial intercourse between Western and Oriental 
nations will so largely increase with increased opportunities, 
that both the completed Canal and the projected railway will 
have sufficient and appropriate work cut out for them, and, as 
years roll on, will yield a moderate interest for the sums 
hitherto and yet to be expended on them. 

It is impossible to foresee the political changes which will 
directly or indirectly grow out of this gigantic work of scientific 
engineering. Such, however, as they may chance to be, 
Egypt will probably yield the first-fruits of them. A broad 
strip of population will almost certainly run parallel with the 
canal, on both its banks, from Said to Suez, each of which 
ports may be expected to expand rapidly into maritime cities 
of first-class magnitude. In what way and to what extent 
this will affect the relations of the Khedive to the Sultan and 
the political state of the peoples subject to each time alone 
will show. The Khedive will hold in his hand the key to one 
of the most important ocean passes in the world; and all the 
great European Powers will be interested in securing him 
against foreign pressure. Some there are who already 
forbode danger to her Majesty's Eastern possessions. 
The Canal, they say, opens a new and more direct route from 
Russia to India. We may contemplate the fact without per- 
turbation, until Russia shall have obtained naval supremacy. 
But, in spite of some appearances to the contrary, we hope 
the world is moving forward towards an age of international 
amity, not receding towards one of conquest. Our hold upon 
India will depend much more upon the wisdom of the Govern- 
ment we maintain there than upon any physical difficulties or 
facilities to which the approaches to it from without may be 
subjected ; and our belief is that the great battles of the world 
will, as we advance into futurity, be more and more moral, 
and less and less military and naval. At any rate, we are 
content to leave this question to our descendants, and, with- 
out fantastic misgivings, to appreciate a blessing which may 
be, and should be, the common heritage of the race. 

England, we fear, cannot take any great share of the 
credit due to the realisation of this great project. Whilst it 
was yet in its initiatory stage she looked upon it doubtingly 
and coldly, and her most popular statesman and her foremost 
engineer concurred in speaking discouraging things concerning 
it. Facts have rebuked her scepticism ; let her frankly accept 
the lesson which it has read her. For the future, we trust 
she will contemplate vast enterprises undertaken by men of 
other nations for the common good with an eye to their merits 
as well as to their demerits, and, if she cannot assist, will care- 
fully abstain from proceedings calculated to impede. True 
patriotism does not require that we should depreciate the 
abilities of other countries in any department of thought or 
action, and that patriotism which is but an enlarged expression 
of self-conceit is spurious. To distinguish between the one 
and the other is not always easy, though it is always possible. 
In this matter of the Suez Canal we have suffered ourselves 
to be misled. It is better to make a clean breast of our fault, 
and keep watch against it henceforward. We may, and pro- 
bably shall, have it in our power to do much towards giving 
permanency to the brilliant success of M. De Lesseps. It is 
devoutly to be wished that no insular or narrow sentiments 
will prevent us from doing with a will all that we can do to 
make the Suez Canal an enduring monument of scientific 
industry and an unfailing contribution to the means of well- 
being to mankind.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Panis, Thursday, Nov. 25. 

The result of the Paris elections was precisely what was commonly 
anticipated. Rochefort, Crémieux, and E. Arago were elected ; 
and the retirement of two candidates in the fourth circumscription, 
where Glais-Bizoin, who, although heading the poll, did not obtain 
the requisite legal majority, renders the election of the latter certain 
at the second ballot, which will take place ten days hence. No one 
believed that the Protectionist and Imperialist candidate, M. Pouyer- 
Quertier, had a particularly good chance, still it was hardly thought 
that he would be defeated by a majority of something like 11,000 
votes. Again, although everyone knew that the real struggle in 
the first circumscription would be between M. Rochefort and M. 
Carnot, persons were hardly ry to find the Government 
candidate, M. Terme, proprietor of the Peuple Frangais, the Em- 

sror’s special mouthpiece in the press, polling so few as 2578 votes. 

ochefort succeeded in obtaining a majority of between five and six 
thousand over his more serious opponent, Carnot, and this in spite 
of his election being opposed by nearly the entire Liberal press of 
Paris. Many people now profess to regard his return with some- 
thing like alarm, as bay Rage ete of revolutionary tendencies on 
the part of those who have elected him; whereas, in reality, his 
election ought simply to be regarded in the light of a protest 
against the system of government under the second Empire prior 
to the concession of recent reforms. Rochefort was the first to 
attack the Government in outspoken terms, and say to it, as he 
told the electors the other day, what Frenchmen had long been in 
the habit of saying to each other when no mouchard was in hear- 
ing, and to brave the consequences that resulted. Hence it was 
that he became exalted into a symbol of resistance to the then ex- 
isting state of things; and this it is, coupled with the few months’ 
martyrdom he underwent in being banished from the Paris Boule- 
vards, which has placed him at the head of the poll, quite irrespec- 
tive of his qualifications for the post of deputy, and even, in a 
measure, regardless of his confession of political faith. Few well- 
wishers, however, to the cause of good government will rejoice over 
his election, 

The elections passed off perfectly quietly, as the Government 
might have felt certain they would have done. The Emperor, 
nevertheless, came up from Compiégne on the Sunday, bringing 
with him the Prince Imperial ; and reports were current that much 
the same movement of troops in the outskirts of the capital had 
taken place, and military orders been given, as was the case on the 
26th of last month, when M. Raspail was to have gone to the Corps 
Législatif. On Monday evening, when everyone was naturally 
anxious to know the exact result of the elections, a considerable 
crowd congregated in front of the Rappel office; but there was no 
approach to a disturbance, unless, indeed, the discharge of a few 
crackers merits being so styled. 

All Paris entertained the belief, at the end of last week, that 
the long-talked-of changes in the Ministry were imminent, and 
that the Emperor had at length decided to infuse a more Liberal 
element into the Cabinet preparatory to the assembling of the 
Corps Législatif. It was soon generally known that M. Emile 
Ollivier had been communicated with, and his arrival in Paris was 
the signal for endless reports, and contradictory lists of the new 
Ministry were published as authentic by various papers. It 
was generally believed that the portfolio of Minister of the 
Interior had been offered to M. Ollivier, who, we were 
told, was empowered to invite certain of his friends to 
join the Government on condition of their consenting to act 
with M. De Forcade la Roquette, who was to be shifted to 
the Ministry of Commerce. efore four-and-twenty hours were 
over, however, the combination, if it ever had any real existence, 
actual or contemplated, had completely fallen through, because, it 
is commonly said, the Marquis de Talhouet and MM. Segris and 
Bourbeau refused their co-operation. M. Emile Ollivier has been, 
therefore, again baulked in his expectation of a Ministerial portfolio. 
It was generally supposed that Prince Napoleon had acted as inter- 
mediary between the Emperor and the deputy for the Var on this 
occasion ; but it has since transpired that M. Clement Duvernois, 
chief editor of the Peuple Francais, was charged with the deli- 
catenegotiation. Stngulecty enough, it was set on foot at the 
moment a very undignified letter of M. Ollivier appeared in the 
papers advocating the candidature of M. Pouyer-Quertier, and 
abusing all the Democratic candidates for the city of Paris, whom he 
spoke of as “broken-winded tribunes, boring us with their seedy 
declamation,’’ and to whom he applied other equally uncompli- 
mentary terms. 

Since the failure of these negotiations, M. Ollivier has had an 
interview with the Emperor, at which, we are told, he explained, in 
satisfactory terms, the reason why he found himself unable to serve 
his Majesty, who, according to all accounts, has not allowed politics 
sontously to interfere with his customary autumnal relaxation at 
Compiégne. He has been bringing down his couple of hundred 
head of game in the preserves of La Faisanderie in the morning, 
and taking the lead, in the evening, in the “Carillon de 
Dunkerque ’’—a sort of staid “‘Sir Roger de Coverley’’ minuet, 
combined with the more vivacious figures of the modern cotillon, in 
the drawing-room of the chateau. It was thought that his stay in 
Paris would only be for a couple of days, but it is now believed that 
he will await there the return of the eden and the opening of 
the Chambers on Monday next. 

It was reported by the Patrie that it had been decided ata 
recent meeting of deputies of the Right Centre and Third Parties 
to bring forward M. Schneider for the presidency of the Co’ 
Législatif, and_ MM. Brisson, Billaut, Pinard, and the Marquis de 
Talhouet to fill the posts of Vice-Presidents; but it has since 
trenspired that, owing to the small number of deputies present at 
the meeting, the decision of the question was adjourned until 
Sunday next. ’ 

An Imperial commission has been appointed, at the instance 
of the Protectionist party, to inquire into the working of recent 
commercial treaties and legislation. It is com of three 
senators, three members of the Corps Législatif, and three 
Councillors of State, associated with nine representatives of com- 
merce, industry, and agriculture. Beyond this, it has been officially 
announced that those tariffs which have led to serious complaints on 
the part of the manufacturing classes will form the subject of fresh 
legislation—in other words, will be speedily readjusted,

ITALY. 

King Victor Emmanuel arrived in Florence from San Rossore 
on Tuesday. He was received with great enthusiasm by the inha- 
bitants of the capital, who, in their warm greeting of his Majesty, 
may be said to have fairly represented the sense of relief with 
which the whole Italian nation has seen the King leave his sick 
chamber, 

The opening of the Italian Parliament took place, on Thursday 
week, by Royal Commission. In the Speech from the Throne 
reference was made to the sympathy expressed by the country on 
account of the King’s illness, and to the interest attaching to the 
birth of the Prince of Naples. The Government had not inter- 
fered with the Bishops who intend to go to the (£cumenical 
Council; but the nation might be assured that, whatever course 
that assembly adopted, the rights of the Italian kingdom and the 
dignity of the people would be upheld. In conclusion, the speech 
dwells upon the necessity of restoring the finances, and states that 
various measures are in preparation for improving the system of 
taxation, and for effecting other domestic reforms. Letters from 
Florence state that, after the King’s s h had been read, there 
bd a dead silence, which was consi ered to | be of bad omen for the 

abinet. 

On the following day the Chamber of Deputies elected Signor 
Lanza, the candidate of the Left party, as President of the House, 
over the Ministerial candidate, Signor Mori, by a majority of forty 
votes. Signor Pisanelli, the candidate of the Left for the Vice- 
Presidency, was also elected. In Saturday’s sitting three members 
of the Opposition were elected as additional Vice-Presidents, 

In consequezce of the rejection of tho Ministerial candidates 
for President and Vice-President by the Chamber of Deputies 
General Menabrea has tendered the resignation of the Cabinet to 
the King. 

In the Chamber of Deputies on Monday votes of congratulation 
to the King on his recovery from his recent illness, and to Prince 
Humbert on the birth of the Prince of Naples, were unanimously 
carried, accompanied by shouts of ‘‘ Evviva il Re!’’ 

The Nazione announces that in various towns of Italy it is pro- 
posed to hold a popular demonstration on Dec. 8, the opening day 
of the G2cumenical Council. 

The Syndic of Naples has presented to Prince Humbert, in the 
name of the city, a cradle of the value of £2000 for the infant son 
of his Royal Highness, 

The Turin University has been closed on account of turbulent 
demonstrations made by the students. 

On Wednesday 6510 metres of the Mont Cenis tunnel, on the 
Italian side, were completed. The tunnel is, therefore, half 
finished, and the works have now entered upon French territory. 

The following established holidays are henceforth officially to be 
recognised throughout the kingdom—viz., all Sundays, and only 
eleven feast days. 

The Cardinal Vicar of Rome has issued an exhortation, by order 
of the Pope, enjoining the inhabitants of the Holy City to prepare 
themselves, by devotional exercises, for the forthooming (icu- 
menical Council. A Novena in honour of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion is to be made obligatory in all churches, spiritual exercises are 
to be held, and in twenty-two churches there wi!l be an exposition 
of relics and images. The Vigil of the Conception will be observed 
as a strict fast, and during the continuance of the council the Litany 
of the Saints will be recited in all churches on Sundays.

GERMANY. 

The Upper House of the Prussian Diet discussed, yesterday 
week, the motion of Herr von Bulow relative to the introduction of 
the tobacco monopoly throughout the territory of the Customs’ 
Union, and the proposal of the committee, recommending this 
monopoly to the Government, was ultimately adopted. At the 
commencement of the debate, the Minister of Commerce read a 
declaration stating that the Government must decline to take part 
in “7 detailed discussion of the present motion, and adding that, 
in deference to the allied Governments, and taking into consider- 
ation the present condition of affairs, it was the duty of the 
Prussian Government to forbear entering upon a debate which 
might give rise to a feeling of uncertainty among the trading and 
commercial interests affected by this question. 

In the Prussian Chamber of Deputies, on Wednesday week, the 
Committee appointed to examine the letter of the Schleswig depu- 
ties, MM. Kruger and Ahleman, pro to pass to the order of 
the day on the ground that, until art. 5 of the Treaty of Prague was 
carried out, no private person had a right to interfere in the affair 
of the Elbe duchies. Austria alone could make representations, and 
she did not think proper to do so. After some observations from M. 
Kruger, the Chamber passed to the order of the day. 

Two important bills have been laid before the Lower Chamber 
by the Prussian Minister of Finance. The first referred to the con- 
version of various kinds of Four and Four-and-a-Half per Cent 
Prussian Government Securities into Four-and-a-Half per Cent 
Consols. A premium of 1 per cent is offered to holders as an induce- 
ment to accept the conversions, which is, of course, voluntary, The 
second bill concerned the abolition of the flour and meat tax in 
twenty-eight different towns. The communal authorities are almost 
unanimous in favour of maintaining this impost, as they do not 
know by what other they can replace it. The Government, though 
willing to abolish the tax, is ready to replace it by a direct impost 
in places where local circumstances make the latter form of taxation 
more desirable. 

In Wednesday's sitting of the Lower House the motion of

The motion 
was opposed by the Minister of Justice on the ground that it was 
not desirable that the Representative Assembly of any one 
State of the Confederacy should meddle in this way with federal 
legislation.

THE OPENING OF THE SUEZ CANAL, 

As we stated last week, the opening of the Suez Canal has been 
accomplished, The flotilla conveying the Khedive, the Empress of 
the French, the Emperor of Austria, and several Imperial or Royal 
Princes, and numbering about forty yachts, men-of-war, and mail 
steamers, left Port Said on the morning of Wednesday week and 
arrived in the evening in Lake Timsah, where they anchored off the 
Khedive’s palace of Ismailia. Their passage of the first half of 
the Suez Canal was achieved most succe: y, there being every- 
where a good depth of water. On the same evening four steamers 
arrived in Lake Timsah from Suez, having thus traversed the other 
half of the canal in an opposite direction to that of the vessels which 
had left Port Said. 

Ata banquet given by M. De Lesseps to the directors of the Suez 
Canal Company and others, he made a speech, in which he made 
the remarkable statement that the reforms in the administration of 
justice in Egypt, which were necessary to the successful working of 
the canal now completed, and which the Egyptian Government, in 
unison with the Great Powers, was willing to effect, were opposed 
by the Government of France. 

A ball was given at Ismailia on Thursday week, which was 
a most brilliant entertainment. The Imperial and Royal guests, 
and 3000 persons, are said to have been present. The native fétes 
were also magnificent and 20,000 Arabs had arrived at Ismailia. 

The fleet of vessels, the Aigle leading, left Ismailia at eleven 
o’clock on Friday morning, and anchored for the night in the 
middle of the Bitter Lakes. At daybreak on Saturday morning the 
fleet started for Suez, which was reached at noon. 

The Empress Eugénie left Suez on Monday last, at noon, on 
board the Imperial yacht Aigle, for the Mediterranean, escorted by 
the flotilla which assisted at the inauguration of the canal. On 
Tuesday she arrived at Port Said. 

Among the vessels which passed through the Suez Canal from 
the Mediterranean to the Red Sea are three of her Majesty's 
ships—the Newport, the Psyche, and the Rapid. The first is a 
surveying-vessel of small tonnage; the second is a vessel of 835 
tons, but, as she is a despatch-boat, her draught of water is pro- 
bably not so great as might be supposed from her measurement ; 
the third is an 1l-gun sloop of 672 tons. 

The Emperor of the French has promoted M. De Lesseps to the 
rank of Grand Cross of the Legion of Honour. 

The Paris Patrie mentions that French commerce has been the 
first to avail itself of the advantages of the Suez Canal. On Oct. 7 
the Noel left Bordeaux for Bombay by the new route with a cargo 
of wine and spirits. She reached Port Said on the 2nd inst., and 
was to pass through the canal on the opening day with the other 
vessels. 

It has been proposed to erect a memorial in Egypt in connection 
with the opening of the Suez Canal, as a testimony to the merits of 
the late Mr. Waghorn, as the originator and pioneer of the overland 
communication between Europe and the East.

cod position for observation. This planet, owing to its great 
brilliancy, is not a very interesting object for telescopic examina- 
tion, On the 15th her disc will be about half illuminated, and she 
will therefore present an appearance similar to the Moon when in 
its first or last quarters. On many occasions dusky markings have 
been perceived on the surface of this planet, but they can only be 
cetected with the aid of the most powerful telescopes, With a 
little care, Venus may be easily seen with the unaided te at any 
hour Curing the day. She will be near the Moon on the 12th, and 
at her greatest eastern elongation on the 14th. 

Mars cannot be well seen during December, owing to his proximity 
tothe Sun. He rises in sunlight, and sets about lh. 20m. after the 
Sun throughout the month. He will be in conjunction with the 
Moon on the 5th. 

Jupiter will be visible during the greater part of the night. The 
satellites and their shadows may be observed in transit at 8 p.m.

As an 
ence of this may be cited the 
fact that masters trained under 
him are now presiding over Chel- 
tenham, Wellington, and Clifton 
Colleges. Masters of a rather 
older standing have also been 
sent during his time from Rugby 
to undertake the management of 
King Edward's School at Bir- 
mingham, of Haileybury School 
(where Mr. Butler, of Rugby, 
was the first Principal), and of 
Marlborough School. So that 
Rugby, under Dr. Temple, has 
assumed an exceptional position 
among the great educational 
establishments of the country. 

Dr. Temple, in the midst of his 
administration of Rugby, has 
been & most active member of the 
late Endowed Schools Commission, 
the labours of which may pro- 
bably be found to have done more 
for English education than those 
of all other commissions together 
which have hitherto their 
attention to the subject. He is 
one of the Queen’s chaplains, It 
is well known that he was the 
author of the first or introductory 
essay in the two celebrated vo- 
lumes of ‘‘ Essays and Reviews,”’ 
and. more recently he has o> 
lished some “‘ Sermons’’ preached 
in the chapel of Rugby. Dr. 
Temple, during the last general 
election, took an active part in 
Warwickshire in support of Mr. 
Gladstone's measure for the 
disestablishment of the Irish 
Church. 

The following letter, dated 
Nov. 19, was addressed last week 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
to the clergy in the Deanery of 
South Malling, on the subject of 
the nowination of Dr. Temple to 
the see of Exeter :— 

“IT shall not enter into the 
general question of the safeguards 
against any attempt being made 
in our mixed constitution of 
Church and State to force upon 
the Church a man who, from 
heretical opinions or from some 
other unfaithfulness, is unfitted 
to hold high office in the name 
of Christ. I shall only re- 
mark in passing that I feel 
thankful that these safeguards, as 
it appears to me,are very effectual. 
The practical question is, has such 
an unworthy and unfit person been 
nominated to the see of Exeter ? 
Now, personally, I have known 
Dr. Temple for thirty years, and 
greatly reverence his many noble 
qualities. I endeavour, however,

God’s sight, greatly fearing, on the 
one side, any injury to the faith of 
the Church ; on the other, any in- 
justice to the individual; and, 
with a solemn feeling of responsi- 
bility, the following is my judg- 
ment :—I do not consider that any 
blame can fairly attach to Dr.

But 
I am bound to give full consider- 
ation to the following facts: that 
the preface to the volume contains 
a general disclaimer on the of 
all the writers of responsibility for 
anything but his own work; that 
in the protest against the book, 
which was signed by the Bishops, 
there was no allusion to any 
art of Dr. Temple’s essay; that 
r. Temple did take an early 
agen. of publishing a 
volume of his sermons, in which 
he sets forth his own belief and 
system of religious teaching. I 
am bound to pronounce that in 
my judgment Dr. Temple is not 
responsible for the opinions of the 
other essayists, and that his own 
works contain no statements 
contrary to the faith of the 
Church of England. He is an 
earnest and intelligent believer in 
all the great doctrines set forth in 
our Prayer-Book and Articles. 
Knowing from other sources his 
earnest, self-denying, energetic 
Christian life, I do not wonder 
that so many of the attached 
members of the Church of 
England have continued to show 
their unwavering confidence in 
his Christian excellence by 
intrusting him with a greater 
number of pupils than has ever 
been gathered together in Rugby 
School, and that this feeling of 
— confidence has led the 
*rime Minister to judge that he 
might fairly be rai to the 
episcopate. On the other hand, 
I feel very strongly that Dr, 
Temple, if he believes that he 
cannot do so now, is bound at 
least when he enters on the duties 
of the see of Exeter to take steps 
as soon as possible for allaying 
the anxiety which has been called 
forth, and for convincing all that 
are committed to him in the Lord 
that the book called ‘ Essays and 
Reviews’ is far indeed from being 
an exponent of his sentiments 
and of his religious teaching.’’

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The French elections passed off quietly. Itis said that ample 
precautions had been taken to ensure the immediate sup- 
pression of any disturbance, but none was attempted. In 
three of the four contests the returns were complete; but in 
the fourth the candidate at the head of the poll did not obtain 
the votes of a quarter of the electors, as required by law, and 
another election must therefore take place. Nearly 18,000 
Parisians voted for M. Rochefort, who is now a member of the 
Chamber. This result was foreseen by all except the few 
who, with a commendable and patriotic belief in the good 
sense of Frenchmen, held to the faith that at the last moment 
Paris would not stultify itself by permitting the election of a 
man who has not the slightest claim to the name of a states- 
man, and whose notoriety has been achieved by means 
of the most unworthy kind. But M. De Rochefort— 
he is aristocrat by birth, if in no other way— 
knew his countrymen better, and, by persevering in 
the same kind of language as that which has scandalised 
decent society, by making himself the most abject slave to the 
mob, and vowing to respect nothing except the “ imporative 
mandate” of the lowest order of electors, has gained a 
triumph over a respectable adversary of very advanced Liberal. 
ism — indeed, a theoretical Republican—and the gamin d- 
Paris, as M. Ledru Rollin contemptuously called him, will sit 
on Monday with MM. Thiers, Jules Favre, and the other 
leaders of public opinion. Whether, as has sometimes been 
the case in England, the mere demagogue—the word is too 
good for one who is incapable of leadership—will sink abashed 
into insignificance in a chamber of statesmen, or whether 
his effrontery will hold out until he shall be crushed by some 
real orator, whose materials lie very ready to his hand, 
remains to be seen; and the question has no importance, ex- 
cept that it is not to the credit of France that a cynical and 
shameless libeller should be a voice and a power in her 
legislative assembly. 

M. De Rochefort’s election is said to have been very dis- 
tastefulat th Cuileries. For the reason we have last offered 
this may be true, for the Emperor has ever shown himself 
mindfal of the honour of France. It is also natural that a 
husband and a father should resent insults to his wife and 
his child. But, regarded in any other light, the victory, in 
this case, is surely with the Government. What better thing 
can be desired than that antagonists should cover themselves 
with contempt? and what electoral body ever did this so 
effectually as the men of the first circumscription? That 
a person like M. De Rochefort should be the idol of the 
masses in Paris is an invaluable memorial to set before 
the lovers of order. Political principles he avows him- 
self to have none, except the principle that the last com- 
mand of an impulsive and revolutionary assembly is to be 
the guide of his conduct. Knowing the Socialist tendencies 
of the majority of those who have chosen him, the party of 
order in France may well look to authority to prevent the 
results of mob tyranny, and the Emperor's hands are toa 
certain extent strengthened by this election. We are told on 
one hand that it is the artisans who have chosen the editor of 
the Lanterne, because he affects to hate the Emperor, and 
because he will at their bidding do his utmost to bring once 
more into play the fatal system which at the last revolution 
placed the ouvrier in a false position, violated all the rules of 
political economy, and went a long way towards establishing 
Communism. If this be so, the classes that best recollect, 
from having most suffered by the quackery of national work- 
shops and the other absurdities of that revolution, have 
the best reasons for maintaining an Executive which, with all 
its faults, places its foot upon such follies as the able leaders 
of that day were powerless to restrain. But we are alse 
told that the bourgeois class, though they are tremblingly 
alive to the dangers of Socialism, and are at this moment 
suffering dismally in trade from the “scare’’ which has driven 
so much capital into strong-boxes and so many consumers 
into other lands, could not resist the temptation of joining in 
a vote which it was believed would be offensive to the head of 
the State, Taking duly into account the ex uses so cleverly, 
and we may add so justly, urged by M. Prevost-Paradol, and 
recognising the fact that the recollection of the mode in 
which the existing Government came into power must still 
rankle in the hearts of thousands, we hesit ite to attribute to 
the trading class of Paris, among whom M. Prevo:t-Paradol's 
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<‘ clear-headed women” have an influence not to be overlooked, 
a suicidal preference of revenge to a legitimate effort for 
liberty. 

In the third district M. Crémieux was conqueror, and by a 
very large majority. This aged Republican is a much more 
dangerous enemy than the mob-idol, whom indeed it is almost 
an impertinence to name in the same sentence with M. 
Crémieux. He is of the Hebrew race, is a keen and eloquent 
orator, and he nourishes what is called a well-reasoned and 
matured hatred to the present institutions of France, and all 
who work them. He will be perfectly irreconcilable, but 
there will be no folly in his antagonism ; he will even know 
how to retreat, in order that he may advance the better. He 
was a power in the State in the time of the revolution, and he 
has since been a diligent observer of events. All the history 
of the day of December and all that brought it about is fresh 
in his memory, and we may be sure that the tableaux of that 
fierce time will lose none of their colour in his reproductions. 
On one point he is strong, where most of his colleagues are 
weak; he understands finance, and we need hardly say that the 
balance-sheets of the Empire will afford rich opportunities for 
his sarcasms, It will be remembered that an economical 
reform is one of the objects which the Left has proclaimed as its 
own. On the debates that will arise on this subject the aid of 
M. Crémieux will be potent, and his skill as an advocate will 
enable him to present arithmetical detail in a way which will 
be sufficiently disagreeable to the defenders of the vast outlays 
now to be condemned by the Opposition. The third candi- 
date who has been elected is M. Arago, who sits for the eighth 
circumscription ; and he is a man of high talent, and a bitter 
Republican. The Executive cannot be said to have been 
defeated in those contests, because no Government candidate 
Was ever supposed to have a chance. The point of note is 
that extreme enemies of Imperialism have been chosen by 
Paris instead of advanced Liberals, who were for obtaining 
liberty by means of the existing machinery. That such would 
be the issue was cortain; but the fact is none the less signifi- 
cant or embarrassing. 

Now both parties are in battle array. To-morrow is the last 
Sabbath of rest for France, and in a few hours the Empire 
must confront its foes. The one great demonstration that was 
made at the general elections has abated no jot of its mean- 
ing ; and, indeed, this week has added a new seal to the decla- 
ration of hostility on the part of more than one half of France, 
and that the half which contains the men of intelligence and 
of action. It may be that the Chief of the State is equal to 
the emergency, menacing as it is; but none can doubt that 
change must come, and that it will be brought about amid 
commotion which we may be allowed to hope will be political 
only.

The address having been read (contained in a magnificent 
volume illuminated and emblazoned), the Lord Mayor said there 
was nothing he could add to the statements contained init. There 
were no political objects in view, their great desire being to see the 
two nations still more closely united. His Majesty (speaking in 
English) made a gracious reply. The Lord Mayor then introduced 
to his Majesty Lord Napier of Magdala, Sir J. C. Lawrence (the 
late Lord Mayor), and other members of the Corporation. he 
King, having heartily shaken hands with all these gentlemen, 
retired amidst loud cheering.

NAVAL AND MILITARY. 


The Globe understands that all the divisional chief spam at 
the several home ports are to be superseded at the end of this year. 


By direction of the Admiralty, the ship in the grounds of the 
Marine School at Greenwich Hospital, and used hitherto as a 
training-ship forthe pupils, is to be sold by auction. 

Her Majesty has sanctioned the employment of British officers 
in Persia to aid in the organisation and drill of the Persian army. 
The Army and Navy Gazette states that there will probably be four 
officers thus employed—one with the local rank of brigadier, as 
commander, and three with the rank of colonel. One of the latter 
will belong to each branch of the service. It is rumoured that Major 
Moore, of the Bombay Staff Corps, and Major Peyton, of the 7th 
Dragoon Guards, may be employed on this service. 

On the Ist inst. there were in the British Navy 258 vessels in 
commission, including coastguard ships and their tenders. Among 
the steam-vessels were 23 armour-plated ships, 1 floating battery, 
5 Indian troop-ships, 5 ordinary troop-ships, 31 rated vessels, 
1 block-ship, 19 sloops, 31 gun-vessels, 15 gun-boats, 3 Royal 
yachts, 4 vessels employed on surveying service, &c. There were 
also 39 sailing-vessels, principally employed in harbour service. 
The whole of these ships and vessels were manned by 35,932 men, 
and an armament of 2230 guns. 

It appears from a Parliamentary return that the total amount of 
the Banda and Kirwee prize fund, after deducting law capes (ap 
wards of £58,000) and agency commission at 1} per cent (£9374 odd), 
amounted to £615,600.

administering the governments of British colonies and dependencies, 
are to be authorised to fly the union jack with the arms or badge of 
the colony emblazoned in the centre.

The Postmaster-General has issued the following notices :— 

On Dec. 1 next, and thenceforward, the postage on letters for 
Norway, transmitted by private ship, will be reduced to the same 
rates as are chargeable on letters sent vid Denmark :—viz., 7d. per 
half-ounce when prepaid, and 9d. per half-ounce when unpaid. 

Under the terms of a em convention recently concluded 
between the North German Confederation and Italy a reduction of 
postage has taken place on letters for Italy addressed to be for- 
warded vii Belgium and Germany. Such letters, when prepaid, 
will be liable in future to the reduced rate of 8d. per half-ounce, 
which will pay them to their destination, Unpaid letters will be 
liable to an additional charge on delivery. 

The dispatch of mails from London to Constantinople, and vice 
versa, vid the Danube, has been suspended. Closed mails for.Con- 
stantinople will, however, be forwarded from London during the 
winter season as follows:—ViAd France, Vienna, and Trieste every 
Tuesday morning; vii France, Vienna, and Bucharest every Wed- 
nesday morning; vid France, Vienna, and Belgrade every Friday 
morning; with supplementary mails on the evenings of each of 
those days. The same rates of postage will be chargeable on cor- |

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LITERATURE. 


Normandy Picturesque. By Henry Blackburn. With numerous 
illustrations. (Sampson Low, Son, and Marston.) One fastens 
upon this handsome volume with no small eagerness, and with 
expectations warranted by previous experience of the author and 
his productions ; and the eagerness is justified and the expectations 
are satisfied. It matters not whether he transports us in the spirit 
to Algeria, or Spain, or Normandy; he gives us equal pleasure in 
every case with his light but not frivolous observations, with his 
airy but not empty chit-chat, with his vivid descriptions, with his 
judicious distribution of colour, with his clear and unpretentious 
style. Above all, the illustrations with which his works abound 
are charming ; and to them his text—which of itself is pleasing, in- 
structive, and appropriate—may be said to,be to a considerable extent 
subservient. But because a jewel is bright its setting is nota matter 
of perfect indifference ; nor, because a mistress is beautiful, is her 
handmaiden expected to be dowdy ; our sense of harmony is gratified 
when the setting is tasteful if not magnificent, gnd the handmaiden 
neat if not pretty. And so it is in this case. The author's purpose, 
so far as he had any beyond the formation of a book which should 
be delightful to the eye and agreeable to read, was to suggest a 
compromise. And this, as everyone knows, is the age of compro- 
mises. He then, falling in with the tendencies of his age, intro- 
duces the leaven of compromise into the matter of travelling. It 
has been objected, he says, to tourists that they ignore the beauties 
of their own country and fly for change and recreation to the Con- 
tinent, and he suggests, by way of compromise, “‘ a tour which shall 
include the undoubted delight and charm of foreign travel, with 
scenery more like England than any other in Europe, which shall 
be within easy distance from our shores and within the limits of a 
short purse; and which should have one special attraction for 
us — namely, that the country to be seen and the people to 
be visited bear about them a certain English charm — the 
men a manliness and the women a beauty with which we 
may be proud to claim kindred.’”’ It may strike very stern 
and practical persons that the author gives the very worst 
reason possible for the tour which he recommends; they may 
argue, not without good — that the less resemblance 
there is between what you have at home and what you are going 
out to see the better cause you have for expatriation, and that 
if you voluntarily quit Salamis merely to find another Salamis 
abroad you are like unto the foolish man. Nor is it by any means 
certain that the places which the author thinks worthy of a visit 
from the English holiday-maker are so unknown as he would seem 
to imagine either to the searcher after novelties or to the cockney 
who is partial to tame lions. Rouen is to many of us as familiar as 
one’s own home; Caen is not a mere geographical expression; 
Bayeux suggests something more than a dim recollection of 
tapestry; and even Avranches is not so strange as many 
a trading-station of Central Africa. Trouville, D’Eauville, 
and Etretat belong to a different category, and the author does 
not pretend to invest them with the charm of novelty. Neverthel 
the author’s book is calculated not only to excite in the uninitia’ 

a desire to become acquainted with the mysteries of all the places 
he describes, but also to kindle in the initiated a desire for further 
acquaintance, and make them exclaim, in the words of a favourite 
hymn, ‘‘I have been there and still would go.’’ By all means let 
the author's route be taken ; let the tourist cross from Southamp‘on 
to Havre, or Newhaven to Dieppe; proceed to Pont Auiemer by 
water or railway, according to circumstances ; g° on by road or 
railway to Lisieux, and Caen, and_ Bayeux, and St. Lo; advance 
summé diligentida—that is, on the 6p of a ‘diligence—to Coutances, 
Granville, and Avranches ; iy 4. visit to the island of Mont St.

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MODEL COTTAGES 
FOR FARM LABOURERS. 


Lord Vernon has recently 
erected on his estates at 
Sudbury, near Derby, several 
oney of model cottages for 
‘arm labourers. Their prin- 
cipal merits are those of com- 
fortable arrangement, neat- 
ness, and economy, with pic- 
turesque appearance. Each 
cottage contains, on the 
ground floor, an entrance- 
porch, living-room, scullery, 
pantry, store-place for fuel, 
Ppiggery, and other con- 
veniences, with cesspit and 
ashpit. On the chamber 
floor are the parents’ bed- 
room, and the male and 
female bed-rooms. Each cot- 
tage is provided with a 
washing-copper, a sink, and 
@ fireclay baking-oven, fitted 
up in thescullery. The living- 
rooms have dwarf cupboards 
on each side of the fireplace, 
with book-shelves above. 
The fireplaces are fitted with 
cottage ranges with ovens, 
and the bed-room fireplaces 
have small fire-lump cottage 
stoves. Each pair " cottages 
has a well, besides which the 
rain water from the roofs is 
conveyed to tanks for do- 
mestic use. There is a pump 
to each cottage fixed over the 
sink in the scullery. The 
cottages are built of sound 
hard local red bricks made 
on the estate, relieved with 
bands and arches of dark blue 
Staffordshire bricks. The 
walls are constructed in two 
thicknesses, with a hollow 
between, to prevent damp. 
The roofs are covered with Staffordshire blue and brindle tiles, 
laid to ttern, with ornamental ridge cresting. The entrance- 

rches have projecting roofs and barge-boards carried on brackets.

DALE CREEK 

BRIDGE. 
A number of Illustrations of 
the scenery of the Central 
Pacific and Union Pacific 
Railroads of North America, 
traversing the western prai- 
ries and crossing the Rocky 
Mountains, the Wasatch and 
Sierra Nevada ranges, to the 
port of San Francisco, in 
California, have recently ap- 
peared in this Journal. Most 
of them were furnished by 
the sketches of our Artist- 
correspondent, Mr. Frederick 
Whymper; but the one of 
Dale Creek Bridge, engraved 
for this Number, is selected 
from the photographs taken 
by Captain Russell, artist to 
the Union Pacific Railroad 
Company, which form part 
ofa series of views, to be 
shortly published in New 
York, under the title of ‘‘The Great West.’”’ The situation of 
Dale Creek Bridge, on the Union Pacific line, is very striking. Four 
miles west of Sherman, the highest point above the level of the sea, 
on the new Pacific Railway, a most remarkable temporary bridge 
has been erected over a ravine, with a torrent running through it, 
known as Dale Creek. The approach to this bridge is cut through 
hard granite rock on a down grade. The bridge is a complete puzzle 
in wooden trestle-work. It is 125ft. high in the centre, and over 
500 ft. long. Nearly all the timber of which it was built was tran- 
sported from Chicago, over 1000 miles. The bridge was completed 
in thirty working days by the large force of men employed by the 
railway company. This place is about one thousand miles from 
Omaha, on the Missouri, where the Union Pacific Railway begins ; 
and it is still more distant from the opposite terminus at San 
Francisco. The most elevated ground of the whole route between 
the Missouri and the Pacific is near its centre.

A PAPER-CHASE AT ROEHAMPTON. 


There is a merry company of athletic pedestrian sportsmen as- 
sembling in the western suburbs of London, who style themselves 
the Thames Hare and Hounds Club. They are wont to seek health: 
pone in the pursuit of a mock chase, following a paper trail lai 

y two of their fellows, who are deputed to go ore them a 
moderate distance across country, and to be hunted by the rest, 
after a few minutes’ law. Their meet has usually taken place at a 
well-known public-house, the King’s Head, Roehampton Bottom, a 
mile or so beyond Putney. Here they equip themselves in fitting 
attire, and soon find access to ample spaces of fair open ground, 
and when the wind suffers the strewn morsels of paper to lie, as the 
scent by which the hounds are guided, the running is tolerably 
correct, but always spirited and full of enjoyment. A scene to 
which this pleasant little custom gave rise last Saturday afternoon 
is the subject of one of our Illustrations. The boys of Rugby School, 
as we learn from ‘‘ Tom Brown,”’ are the best authorities for the 
laws of the game. It is, no doubt, capital exercise, if not as good 
as cricket. The hounds feed together half an hour after the run. 
The hares, too, may eat, for they are not eaten. 








GOVERNMENT HOUSE, LAHORE. 
The city of Lahore has been the official capital of the Punjaub since 
the annexation of that province to the British empire of India 
twenty years ago; but the former metropolis, during the reign of 
Runjeet Singh, was Umritsir, then a larger and wealthier city. 
Lahore is situated on the river Ravee, and must in ancient times 
have occupied a very large extent of ground; for the scattered 
ruins of its fallen palaces, temples, and mosques can be traced along 
the banks of that river several miles be — the present city. Its 
greatest prosperity was under the Mogul Emperors of the sixteenth 
century, after Sultan Baber, by whom it was captured in 1523. The 
Padishah mosque erected by Aurungzebe, the Vizier Khan and 
Sonara mosques, and the beautiful tomb of Jehanghir still bear 
witness to the zeal and magnificence of the Mohammedan rulers. 
The gardens of Shalimar, with their three noble terraces of 
marble and their multitude of fountains, belong to the same 
period. In the middle of the last century, when the Mogul 
empire of India was broken up, the Punjaub was overrun by the 
Afghans, who soon gave way to the Sikhs, and the ambitious 
leader of this singular people, inspired with martial enthusiasm by 
their pride of race and by their religious fanaticism, became one of the 
most powerful of Indian princes. The monuments of Runjeet Singh’s 
government may be seen at Lahore in thefortifications, which have a 
circuit of seven miles, and in a citadel at the north-west angle. 
The British Government, which was established in March, 1849, at 
the conclusion of the Sikh war, has already effected divers great 
improvements in the condition of Lahore, and of the Punjaub alto- 
gether. No province of India has derived more substantial benefits 
from a just and enlightened administration and from the civilisin, 
arts of Europe. This consideration imparts much additro: 
interest to a view of the new Government House, the residence of 
the Chief Commissioner, who presides over that portion of our 
Indian empire. 


RECOVERING THE CARGO OF THE CARNATIC. 
The wreck of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam-Packet Company’s 
ship Carnatic, a few hours after she left the port of Suez for 
Bombay, upon a reef of rocks off the Isle of Shadwan, in the Gulf 
of Suez, has been the subject of an Illustration, with a very inte- 
resting narrative, contributed by Major Champain, R.E., one of 
the passengers. But we are now euabled to give an account of the 
operations for recovering the cargo. On the receipt in London of 
the telegram announcing the loss of the Carnatic, the Salvage 
Association at Lloyd’s was requested by the underwriters to send 
some one to the scene of the wreck to protect their interests. 
Captain Henry D. Grant, R.N., accordingly received instructions 
to take two divers and their assistants and proceed thither, vid 
Marseilles. The party left London on the 17th inst., and arrived 
at Suez on the 25th, when they were informed that the wreck had 
disappeared ; and it was believed she had gone down in 40-fathoms 
water. But Captain Grant, from other sources, obtained inform- 
ation sufficient to induce him to visit the scene of the wreck, taking 
the necessary appliances. The Egyptian Government immediately 
placed one of the Viceroy’s ships at Captain Grant's . On 
Sept. 28 the ship left Suez for Shadwan. On reaching Jubal, 
a number of Arab boats were seen at anchor. These imme- 
diately made sail; but they were chased, and a large quantity 
of Manchester goods recovered from them, together with some 
letters and part of a mail-bag. On nearing the reef, on the 
morning of the 30th, the fore of the Carnatic was plainly 
seen 5 ft. above water, and the ship was easily to be seen, at a 
depth of ten fathoms, apparently uninjured, but lying over on the 
pert side. Moorings were laid down at once for work; but it blew 
very hard from the north-west, and, except occasional visits to the 
reef, nothing could be done for some days. 

The ship lay on a ledge, with the starboard side uppermost, and 
uninjured; but the port side was evidently bilged in. The funnel 
was gone; the foremast and mainmast were standing; and the fore 
and fo il y: could be seen, to which the lighters were 
made fast.

She was to return to the reef 
on the 8th inst. When the ship was stranded, amongst other cargo 
thrown overboard was a quantity of copper, in tiles, for minting 
P’ . This was found in 10fathoms water, and the Bedouin 
Arabs were employed to dive for it. In this way 700 sheets have 
been recovered; they weigh from 401b. to 70lb. The skill with 
which the Arabs dive is something surprising ; with a rope round 
their left arm they go head foremost from the boats, swim steadily 
to the bottom, until they get a sheet, sometimes between their 
legs, or in their hands, when they are hauled up to the surface. 
The longest time any were under water was 90sec., the average 
being 75sec. The skill and perseverance of the diver, Saffery, 
were shown on every occasion. 


THE ATHENS RAILWAY. 


The project of a railway to connect the capital of Greece with its 

rt, the Pireus, was proposed, thirteen years ago, by a party of 
Trace, and the undertaking was actually commenced by them 
four years ago; but they failed to carry out the work, and gave it 
up, so that it remained for some time in abeyance. Twelve months 
ago it was again taken up by a small number of Englishmen con- 
nected with our own railway system. The line was constructed with- 
out further delay, and was opened for traffic, on March 12 last, by 
her Majesty the Queen of Greece. 

The Engraving we give this week is made from a sketch taken 
at the time of the visit of the Prince of Wales, when his Royal 
Highness was met at the railway station ; among the party waiting 
are the Archbishop of Athens and the General in command of the 
Greek army. The King of Greece has taken great interest in this 
railway, the first as yet constructed in his a ; and he made 
frequent visits to the works, which were rapidly pushed forward 
during the period of the threatened war with Turkey. The labour 
of the refugees from Crete was employed for this pogo, the 
advice of Sir Edward Watkin, who visited Greece last ber to 
urge on the works. Her Majesty the Empress of the French, the 
Emperor of Austria, the King of the Belgians, the Pacha of 
Egypt, and other high personages, have pussed over the 
railway since its opening. The main line of railway is 
six miles long, and a branch diverges below the river Ilyssus 
to the ancient bathing-place of Phalerum. The present station 
at Athens is at the Jardin du Peuple, just under the site of 
the Temple of Theseus. The station at the Pirveus is close to the 
harbour, and will shortly be connected je street railway with the 
various quays and landing-places. It is pro} , but at a later 

iod, to extend the railway further into the city of Athens. 
Seihdie-henesp and a summer garden are to be furnished at 
Phalerum. About a mile from the Pireus station the line passes 
all that is left above ground of the famous wall of Themistocles, 
The trains run every hour, and carry first, second, and third class 
passengers. The lowest fare is equal to about 4d. of English 
money, and the highest to 1s. The trains have worked with per- 
fect regularity, and nearly one million passengers have been con- 
veyed to and fro since the opening of the line. Commercially 
therefore, the line is a success, and further traffic in goods an 
minerals will pass over it when the arrangements are completed. 


The railway is controlled in Greece by a local committee, consisting 
of Messrs. mini, Metaxas, and Damaschino; and the resident 
mana is Mr. Latham, formerly of the South-Eastern Railway.

TOWN AND PORT OF MACAO. 

The Portuguese colony of Macao, at the mouth of the Canton river, 
was founded in 1557, and was ay the chief emporium of the 
trade of European nations with China. Its importance has very much 
declined since the establishment, - _ of ~~ gg yy 
settlement on the opposite island of Hong-Kong. e town is 
curiously situated, on a small hill senineain, two or three miles 
long, connected by a low, sandy isthmus, not half a mile wide, with 
the mainland, or rather with the large island of Hiang-Shan, which 
separates two channels of the estuary from eachother. There are 
three hills, from 200 ft. to 300ft. high, upon the sides of which, 
and upon a flat, irregular table-land ween them, the streets of 
the town are built. The Praya Grande is a fine marine esplanade, 
with a ite sea-wall and a broad roadway, extending half a mile 
in a bold curve, along which, from the Public Gardens at the east 
end to the foot of the Penha hill at the west, are terraces of plain 
but substantial houses. In the centre is Government House, a 
building of more architectural pretension. The older part of the 
town, on the summit of ridge, consists of winding narrow streets. 
with an open Plaza, in which the cathedral stands, and with several 
handsome old churches. The chief resort of shipping is the Inner 
Harbour, on the other side of the peninsula. The Portuguese poet 
Camoens resided some time at Macao.

That story of deep-sea dredging is a wonderful story. It was 
told out at the Royal Society last week. We heard the accounts of 
what had been done by H.M.S. Porcupine, Captain Calver, R.N., 
between May and September last. Here I can find room for only 
two or three facts. At one point Mr. Gwyn Jeffreys, in whose 
scientific charge the vessel was, dredged at the depth of 2435 
fathoms—nearly the height of Mont Blanc—and sometimes brought 
up 1} cwt. of mud from the bottom of the ocean. In those abysses 
is ‘an extraordinary abundance of animal life.’’ Animals of high 
organisation, and with the perfect eyes, have come up. A on 
number of entirely new specimens have been obtained. One haul 
brought up 20,000 of a single form of echinus. Here are materials 
for thought. But I have mentioned a small part only of the won- 
ders detailed that night. To the instinctive question, what is the 
use of eyes down in that profound darkness, Sir Charles Lyell sug- 
gests the answer that the creatures may have a phosp orescent 
habitat. They have lamps, in fact. Truly, if the places of 
the earth are full of the habitations of cruelty, those of the sea are 
full of the habitations of supernatural kindness. 





What kindness some of us on earth mannge to do is clearly not 
supernatural, and doth somewhat resemble cruelty. Mr. Gosch 
President of the Poor-Law has issued a most rational an 
well-timed appeal on the subject of charity. This address is in the 
form of a minute of the board. He points out that the large 
donations which were extorted, two years ago, by the most sen- 
sational appeals from the east end of London have attracted 
pauperism to those districts, and that they have become a sort of 
mendicant colony. Persons habitually receive, moreover, double 
relief, from the unfortunate ratepayers and from the charity funds. 
He has no desire to check the flow of generosity, but would only 
direct it into proper channels. Let it be remembered that the 
pauper has a right to relief at the hands of the guardians, and, 
therefore, charity should aid those who are not paupers, content to 
live on others, but those who are struggling, more or less hopefully, 
with badtimes. Mr. Goschen urges that the funds contributed by 
the kind-hearted, funds never more needed than now, should be 
applied in —< the guardians cannot legally do—namely, 
in redeeming tools from pawn, in purchasing tools and clothes, 
paying rent or lodging, and in paying the cost of conveyance to 
any part of the kingdom. To save money from being squandered 
wantonly, and to assist those whom we all desire to help, “a 
cordial understanding’’ between the guardians and the charitable 
associations is necessary. This can be produced only by o 
tion, and this is suggested by Mr. Goschen, to whose minute I 
would refer those interested in the subject.

MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 


Anyone who had the fortune, ill or good, according as he esteems 
it, to come into visual contact, at the Election Assizes, with some 
of the persons enfranchised by the Tory Reform Bill of 1867 must 
have felt that electoral rights had reached their limits. Some of 
those new yoters who came before the Judges who tried election 

itions were forlorn and miserable enough, and, in their i 

ibery had gone down to a very low figure indeed. But now and 
then there appeared in the witness-box a decided specimen of 
that class society which is curtly called “the roughs,’’ and 
there were moments when the decorum of a court of justice had to 
be vindicated in their persons. The peculiar ap ce and man- 
ners of these ‘‘ rough-voters’’ has been t to memory in a 
recent case—namely, when Sir Charles W: d sought to address 
—- the constituency of Gravesend. Before the Election 
Judges this sort of person came in ‘single spies,’ but at Gravesend 
they assembled ‘in battalia,’’ and a pretty exhibition may ha 
of it. As everyone knows, Gravesend was erected into a Parlia- 
mentary borough by the Act of 1867; and its first representative 
was Sir Charles Wingfield, a distinguished member of the Indian 
Civil Service. On one or two occasions he showed in the House 
that in that new sphere he was likely to develop qualities which 
would lead him to a certain distinction, although, of course, the 
way in which a gentleman achieves a position as an M.P. 
is not, perhaps, exactly that which causes him to shine as an 
Indian pro-Consul. One merit he evinced which was especially 
in his favour, and that was a tendency towards reform in Indian 
administration; and this not because of, but in spite of, his training 
in the old school of the service to which he belongs. Everything 
seemed to mark him out as a proximate member of the Indian 
Council at home; and anyone who had observed him at all would 
have had nothing to say against his appointment to even such a 
function. Why he should have sought the suffrages of the amphi- 
bious constituency of Gravesend is not very patent ; but it is the fact 
that he did so, fought a winning battle for the Liberal cause, and 
is a member that any body of electors might well be proud of. It 
seems, however, that Toryism has found a re in Gravesend 
amongst a special class, which may be descri by the familiar 

Ihrase of ‘‘ Jacks-in-the-Water’’—that is, they form a kind of 
iving fringe on the river-side, and in their habits and ways are 
akin to that concourse of voters for the city of London known as 
the “‘’long-shore men.’’

white flour and red ochre. It is curious that—if the story of this 
meeting, memorable as a development of the electoral sense and 
Fa ey of a new borough, be truly told—there never was a case in 
which it was more likely for “‘an engineer to hoist with his own 
petard.”” For it would seem that, except on the platform, 
whence no doubt egress could be easy, there was scarcely anyone 
in the hall but ms belonging to the party which 
had chosen these special methods of signifying dispprobation of the 
member for Gravesend ; so that if a fire, which was not unlikely, had 
broken out, the chief if not the only sufferers would have been the 
ingenious providers of squibs and their friends, while it is 
most probable, as it is to be hoped, that the greatest part of the 
powdered ochre and flour was y distributed over the main body 
of the assemblage. If certain bills relating to the government of 
ay Bag have been pending for some time, should be passed 
next ion, it is more than probable that Sir Charles Wingfield 
will not have to encounter again these unrepresentative men of 
the constituency of Gravesend.

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PLAYA PARDA COVE, STRAIT OF MAGELLAN. 


Some twenty miles westward of Crooked Reach, in the Strait of 
Magellan, is a very remarkable little harbour named Playa Parda 
Cove.

The entrance is very narrow and is invisible from out- 
side, being quite hidden by the thick trees on each side. It is of a 
circular form, and can only accommodate one vessel, w if 
anchored in the middle, will have her stern nearly touching the 
trees and bushes on the bank.

FUNERAL OF ADMIRAL WARDEN.

Captain Willes, C.B., R.N., of Coastguard and Reserve — 
ment, at Whitehall; Colonel Commandant G. A. Schomberg, 
R.M.A., C.B.; Admiral Sir Charles Talbot, K.C.B.; and Vice- 
Admiral Sir Baldwin Wake Walker, K.C.B. Next to the coffin 
followed the immediate relatives present and friends of the de- 
ceased, the latter including Rear-Admiral G. A. Halstead, Com- 
mander Hon. E. Stanley-Dawson, Flag-Lieutenant to the deceased 
during the period of his command, and a large number of other 
officers, including the captains of all her Majesty’s ships in com- 
mission in the port. The body was received at the gates of the 
cemetery by the Vicar of Portsmouth, the Rev. E. P. Grant, and 
conveyed to the church, where he read the first portion of the 
burial service. The service concluded, the procession proceeded to 
the grave, where the coffin was deposited, and the remainder of 
the service read by the Vicar. At the end of the prayers the

THE FARM. 


At the Smithfield Club Show, which opens at the Agricultural Hall 
on Monday week, £1365 will be given in money prizes for cattle, £630 
for sheep, and £135 for pigs. The exhibitor of the beast gets a piece 
of plate value £100, and the exhibitors of the best pen of sheep, or 
single sheep, ditto of the value of £50 and £10 respectively. Six 
silver cups are given as usual, and gold medals to the breeders of 
the best male and female in the cattle classes. Every herdsman, 
shepherd, or swineherd who has fed and attended on the stock 
which gains a first prize gets £1 and a framed diploma setting forth 
the fact.

Such a result is achieved by 
drainage, deep cultivation, and, above all, by the consumption of 
twenty tons of cake and corn, fed under shelter, and taken direct 
from under the animals and put on tothe land, and ploughed in like 
guano. Mr. Mechi is convinced that there is no manure so cheap 
and of such good quality as that produced by feeding animals under 
cover on cake, especially, and corn, and that it is better than all the 
artificial manure, except on some soils, where superphosphate is 
needed. 

There was an important trial of double-furrow ploughs lately 
near Inverurie, N.B. ‘The soil was rich loam, and pretty free from 
stones, and the first prize was awarded to Mr. Sellar’s plough, 
draught 5} cwt. and price £10. The first four ploughs varied in 
draught from the above to 6} cwt. and in price from £7 to £15 1és. 
The first-prize plough pressed very hard on the furrow, and, not- 
withstanding the wheels, its holder had a severer task than any of 
the holders of the swing ploughs. 

The uniformity of weights and measures has for a long time 
been a subject of discussion among people who cannot understand 
why a Carlisle bushel should differ from an imperial one, or a 
Berwick or Kelso boll from an Edinbargh or Linlithgow one; and, 
lastly, why a windle differ from all. The Farmer gives a curious 
instance either of market officers keeping very defective scales or 
having different —— of filling the measures.

16st. 41b; it was put upon the railway and sent to Edinburgh 
without being touched, and placed in the market at 16 st. 7 Ib., but 
on being weighed by the market officer it was declared to be only 
16 st. 1 lb.—a difference in one case of 61b. and in the other of 3 Ib. 

At a recent hunt dinner in Essex Mr. Scratton spoke of deep 
cultivation by steam as favourable to fox-hunting as well as to the 
land and the occupier. Deeply-cultivated land, he said, would bear 
hounds and not horses, and he believed that in future we should see 
the horsemen dividing right and left of the line of the fox when they 
came to it. The hounds would run with nobody behind them, and 
would be free to exercise their instinct, and the field would have 
more enjoyment of the thing by being where they ought to be. 

As regards the transit of animals by railway, the Royal Northern 
Agricultural Society has sent the following suggestions to the 
Transit Committee of the Privy Council:—That a maximum 
period should be fixed, beyond which animals should not be carried 
without resting out of the trucks, and that thirty hours appear the 
least maximum practicable; that railway companies should be 
compelled to make provision at all principal loading-stations for 
watering and feeding cattle brought for transit; that when there 
are sufficient cattle to load a truck it should always be run special 
at twenty miles an hour at least, stoppages included; and that 
cattle-trucks should be covered at the top.

In attempting any estimate of the relative merits of the contents 
of such a collection as that under review great care should be taken 
to adopt true a of judgment, and to discriminate between 
legitimate and illegitimate sources of attraction, otherwise the 
more honest the photographer the greater may be the disadvantage 
at which he his placed. The conscientious photographer, whatever 
his knowledge, experience, and taste, who puts forth the unsophisti- 
cated product of the sun and the camera, will not be able to com- 
— in the estimation of the unthinking with any unscrupulous 

gler who calls in the aid of elaborate stippling and the allure- 
ments of colour. The caution is the more necessary in reference to 
photographic portraiture, for in this—to satisfy the demands of 
vanity—artifices falsificatory of nature are especially rife. Man 
of the heads in this collection were intentionally photograph 
with extreme vagueness in order to admit of after-treatment 
with the pencil. Yet these flimsy productions were probably more 
admired by the superficial than the most exquisite marvels of 
pure photography. To more competent observers, however—those 
capable of reading the language of photography—they lose in 
beauty as well as truth, because they necessarily omit or obliterate 
those delicate half-tints which record the more subtle traits of 
character and expression. Art and photograhpy are so essentially 
distinct that the product of the one can receive no addition from 
the other without mutual detriment. When, as in the case of some 
solar camera enlargements by Mayall, the photograph is overlaid 
with opaque oil paint (especially by the class of colourist who alone 
can be tempted to such employment) the result can scarcely fail to 
be a coarse caricature. So far from the basis of photography 
ensuring fidelity of resemblance, as is commonly supposed, the very 
outlines are liable to be lost; and thus even the general propor- 
tions are often less accurately retained than they would be ren- 
dered by ordinary draughtsmanship. When water colours, and 
those chiefly vo at least for the flesh, are alone admitted, 
and the best skill procurable is pressed into service, as in the 
miniatures and carbon photographs by Lock and Whitfield, the 
result is rather less objectionable, and certainly far more pleasing. 
Perhaps, however, the practice of extensively ‘‘ retouching,” wit 
the same hue as the photograph, not merely to conceal accidental 
blemishes, but to heighten and alter effects, which we detected to 
be more prevalent than ever in this year’s gathering, is even less 
excusable, because intended to deceive—to say nothing of its often 
—— in the flesh tints a hard monotonous smoothness, quite 

estructive of that very texture which an artist strives to obtain. 
The moment, indeed, a photograph is wrought upon by the pencil, 
its scale of effect is destroyed, it loses the scientific exactitude 
which is its true value; and by no possibility, while it retains any 
of the nature of a photograph, can it acquire the best character- 
istics of a genuine work of art. 

Let it not be supposed, however, that we intend to ef 
that artistic feeling and taste count for nothing in photography. 
On the con’ , a wide field is afforded for their operation, 
in choosing e int of view, in regulating the light 
and shade, in the g of figures, and arranging the accessories. 
But we submit that a negative once taken should not be tampered 
with, and we cannot, therefore, allow attempts at pictorial compo- 
sition by combining two or more negatives to be legitimate applica- 
tions of photography. The different elements of the com tion 
are rarely lighted harmoniously ; indeed, the lighting can never be 
in perfect relation, and cast shadows from figures are often 
ignored altogether.

The eminent German painter Overbeck has lately died at Rome, 
aged eighty years. He was born at Liibeck, but commenced his 
art-education at Vienna, and at twenty-one went to Rome, where 
he embraced the Roman Catholic faith and has ever since laboured. 
Overbeck was one of the princi leaders of the pre-Raphaclite 
movement (more rightly so called than our own revival), which was 
rapidly extended, with various modifications, by Cornelius, Schnorr, 
Hess, and Kaulback, to Munich and other parts of Germany, but 
has now almost died out. The first considerable works executed by 
the new school at Rome were the frescoes in the house of Chevalier 
Bartholdy, the Prussian Consul, and another series of frescoes in 
the Villa Massini. Overbeck’ s best fresco is, however, ‘‘ The Miracle 
of Roses of St. Francis,’’ in the church at Assissi. His oil paint- 
ings, many of which have been engraved, closely imitate the earlier 
works of Raphael. As in all similar revivals, Overbeck made the 
mistake that art can be transplanted from one period to 
widely in its knowledge, wants, and sentiments. By 
a strange contradiction, however, he replaced the pure and splendid 
colouring of the early masters of Christian art-by cold, insipid, 
broken hues,

SIR JAMES PRIOR. 
Sir James Prior, Knt., R.N., Deputy Inspector of Hospitals and 
Fleets, died, at Brighton, on the 14th inst. He was the son of 
Matthew Prior, Esq., of Lisburn, and was born in 1787. Having 
entered the modteal department of the 5 he served on the 
eastern coast of Africa, in the East Indies, and in Brazil, for some 
time as flag surgeon to Admiral Bertie, and was at the surrender of 
Heligoland, as well as at the reduction of the Mauritius and Java. 
In 1814 he accompanied the Ist Regiment of Imperial Russian 
Guards from Cherbourg to St. Petersburg; and in 1815, being on 
duty on the coast of La Vendée, was present at the surrender of 
Bonaparte. Hesubsequently filled various minor posts in England, 
till, in 1843, he was appointed Deputy Inspector-General of 
Hospitals and Fleets. He was made a Knight-Bachelor in 1858, 
and received the naval medal. Sir James married, first, in 1817, 
Dorothea, widow of E. James, Esq., which lady died in 1841; and 
secondly, in 1847, Caroline, widow of Charles Watson, Esq. But it 
was as an author rather than as a naval officer that Sir James was 
best known. His “ Life of Burke’’ and his * Life of Goldsmith’’ 
gained considerable popularity, and are both entertaining and 
original works of biography. e published also a ‘‘ Voyage in the 








Indian Ocean,’’ besides poems and pamphlets. 


ADMIRAL H. C. DEACON. 

Henry Colins Deacon, Admiral, R.N., died at Kensington, on the 
9th inst., at the age of eighty-one, having comple’ sixty-nine 
years in the naval service, and carrying with him to the grave 
twenty-three wounds. This gallant seaman was the son of James 
Deacon, Esq., one of the Receivers-General of H. M. Customs. 
He entered the Navy under the —— of his uncle, Captain 
Henry Colins, one of Nelson's officers, as a first-class volunteer in 
the Channel Fleet, on board H.M.S. Fisgard, Nov. 3, 1800, and, 
during the eventful years that followed, did his part so weil that 
he received the encomium of his great master, Lord Nelson, under 
whom he served in the Amazon, in the pursuit of the combined fleets 
in 1805. In 1806 he icipated in the long running fight with the 
Marengo and La Belle Poule, which terminated in the capture of 
those two vessels, and subsequently co-operated, as master’s mate 
of the Africa, in Whitelock’s unfortunate attempt on Buenos Ayres. 
In 1808 his promotion as Lieutenant was contnnet, and he con- 
tinued to do good service, especially at the Isle of Bourbon and the 
Mauritius. In the attack on the French squadron at the latter 
island Lieutenant Deacon, on whom the command of the Nereide 
devolved, fought the ship till he received twenty-two splinter 
wounds, till the vessel was reduced to a wreck, he was made 
prisoner. Passing over the next few y in which Mr. Deacon 
was actively and gallantly we find him assisting, in the 
Niobe, in 1815, at the capture of Guadaloupe, and in conveying the 
Russian = G s to Cronstadt, where he was honourably 
entertained by the Emperor of Russia, who presented him with a 
diamond ring. Mr. Deacon obtained rank on April 2, 1817; in 
1851 became Rear-Admiral; in 186/, Vico-Admiral; and in 1863, 
Admiral. He married Ann, daughter of William Barnwell, 
Esq., of Norwich, a cousin of Admiral Lord Nelson, and 
leaves an only daughter.

WEEKLY RETURN OF BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 

| The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and, 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending Saturday, Nov. 20:— 

In London the births of 2185 children (1092 boys and 1093 girls) 
were registered last week. In the corresponding weeks of ten 
years, 1559-68, the average number, corrected for increase of popula- 
tion, is 2181. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1859. It 
was the forty-sixth week of the year, and the average number of 
deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 
1566. The deaths in the present return exceed by 293 the estimated 
amount, and are 170 higher than the number recorded in the pre- 
ceding week. A comparison of the deaths last week with those in 
the week which ended Nov. 13 shows that the greatest «mortality 
occurred among the aged, who are less able to resist the low and 
flutuating temperature which has prevailed than persons in the 
prime of life. The deaths from zymotic diseases were 492, the 
corrected average number being . Six deaths from smallpox, 
50 from measles, 208 from scarlet fever, 7 from diphtheria, 69 
from whooping-cough, 13 from typhus fever, 27 from enteric 
fever, 14 from simple continued fever, and 29 from diarrhcea were 
registered. Scarlet fever was not quite so fatal as in the preceding 
week. Of the 208 persons who died, 136 were under five years of 
age, 61 were above five and under twenty years, and 11 were a 
twenty and upwards. Fifteen cases were recorded in the west dis- 
tricts, 43 in the north, 15 in the central, 69 in the east, and 66 in the 
south districts. The deaths from measles were 19, and from enteric 
fever 13, in excess of the numbers registered in the previous week. 
One hundred and fifty-nine persons died from phthisis, 265 from 
bronchitis, and 138 from pneumonia. The corrected average number 
of deaths from phthisis is 183, from bronchitis 183, end from pneu- 
monia 122. In the previous week, which ended Nov. 13, the deaths 
from these diseases were 173,227, and 133 respectively. The deaths 
from diseases of the brain and nervous system were 70, and the deaths 
from diseases of the organs of circulation were 20, above the numbers 
recorded in the previous week. Eight nonagenarians died during 
the week, and the widow of a leather-dresser died on Nov. 16, at 3, 
Waterloo-street, Walworth, at the age (as stated) of 104 years. 
The deaths of 2 persons from delirium tremens, of 7 children and 
l adult from burns or scalds, of 3 persons from drowning, of 8 
children from suffocation, and of 13 persons who committed suicide 
were recorded. The deaths of 3 persons who were killed by horses 
or vehicles in the streets were registered. 

In the week 4592 births and 3754 deaths were registered in 
London and in thirteen other large towns of the United Kingdom. 
The annual rate of mortality was 30 per 1000 persons living. The 
annual rate of mortality last week was 31 per 1000 in London, 33 
in Edinburgh, and 23 in Dublin; 27 in Bristol, 24 in Birmingham, 

l, 33 in Manchester, 28 in Salford, 31 in Sheffield, 24 
28 in Leeds, 30 in Hull, 27 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
lasgow. Scarlet fever continues fatally prevalent in 
several of the above large English towns. The annual death-rate 
from this disease last week was 5°2 per 1000 in Sheffield, 4°2 in 
Liverpool, 3-4 in London, 2°7 in Leeds, and 2°6 in Hall. 

In Paris the annual rate of mortality in the week ending 
last Saturday (Nov. 20) was 25 per 1000. ‘Therate in Berlin during 
the seven days ending the 18th inst. was 26 per 1000 ; and in Vienna 
He ad 1000 during the week ending the 13th inst. In Berlin, of the 
352 deaths, 23 were fatal cases of diphtheria, against 27 in the 
previous week.
